1 heard n othin g, n ot a soun d , on ly at 
in tervals I imagin ed I heard a slight, 
almost in aud ible, plash of the water 
again st the shore, an d I saw clusters of 
tall reed s which assumed surprisin g 
shapes aud seemed at in tervals to stir. 
The river was perfectly quiet, but 1 felt 
agitated by the extraord in ary stilln ess 
which surroun d ed me. 
All creatures— 
the frogs an d toad s, those n octurn al 
sin gers of the marshes—were silen t Sud ­ 
d en ly at my right, close to me, a frog 
croaked . 
1 shud d ered . It ceased , an d Í 
heard n othin g more an d resolved to 
smoke to d ivert my min d . Yet, although 
1 was a n otorious an d con fln md smoker, 
I could n ot smoke. With a secon d puff, 
I chan ged my min d an d stopped . 
I began to recite verses. The soun d of 
my voice w -s pain ful. Then I stretched 
myself out in the bottom of the boat 
an d watched the sky. 
For some time 
I remain ed at ease, but soon light move­ 
men ts of the boat d isturbed me. 
It 
seemed as if it was makin g gigan tic 
lurches, touchin g altern ately the two 
ban ks of the river, then I thon gbt that 
some bein g or in visible force d rew it 
gen tly to the bottom of the water, then , 
raisiug it, let it fall on ce more. 
I was 
tossed about as though in the mid st of 
a tempest. 
I heard soun d s uroun d me. 
I rose with a boun d . 
The water wus 
gleamin g. All was quiet. 
I saw that my n erves were somewhat 
shaken , an d I d etermin ed to be off. 
I 
pulled at the chain , the pun t begun to 
move; then I felt a resistan ce. I pulled 
hard er, but the an chor d id n ot come. It 
had caught on somethin g at the bottom 
of the river, an d I could n ot lift it. 
I 
on ce more commen ced to pull, but in 
vain . 
Then with my ear« » I turn ed the 
boat up stream in ord er to chan ge the 
position of the an chor. This was useless; 
it still held fa>t. I was seized with an ­ 
ger an d shook the chain furiously. 
Nothin g moved . I sat d own d isouraged 
an d began to reflect upon my position . 
I could n ot thin k of brookin g the 
chain or of separatin g It from the boat, 
for it was very heavy aud riveted in the 
bow to a piece of wood thicker than my 
arm. But as the weather was still very 
fair, I thought that I should n ot remain 
lon g without en coun terin g some fisher­ 
man who would come to my relief. My 
mishap had calmed me. 
I sat d own , 
an d at last was able to smoke my pipe. 
1 had a bottle of rum. 
I d ran k two or 
three glasses an d was compelled to 
laug h at my situation . 
It was very warm, ao that I could , if 
n ecessary, without great d iscomfort, 
pass the n ight in the beautiful starlight 
Sud d en ly a soft rap soun d ed again st the 
aid e of the boat I started , an d a cold 
sweat froze me from head to foot. This 
soun d d oubtless came from some piece 
of wood born e by the curren t, but it 
was en ough, an d I was again possessed 
by a stran ge n ervous agitation . I grasp- 
éd the chain an d strain ed w ith a d esper­ 
ate effort. The an chor held firm. I sat 
d own exhausti*d . 
Mean while the river had grad ually 
become covered by a very thick white 
mist which hun g very low over the wa­ 
ter, so that, stan d in g, I could n o lon ger 
see the river, or my feet, or the boat, 
but on ly the tope of the reed s, an d in 
the d istan ce the lowlan d , white in the 
zn otyilight, an d from it great black 
spots, formed by clumps of Lombard y 
poplars, arose in the sky. 
I wus wrap­ 
ped to my waist as if in a muslin sheet 
of sin gular whiten ess, an d fan tastic vi­ 
sion s came to me. 
I fan cied that some on e whom I could 
n ot d istin guish was tryin g to climb in ­ 
to my boat, an d that the river, hid d en 
in this opaque mist, must be filled w ith 
these stran ge bein gs who swam aroun d 
me. 
I felt a horrible d isquietud e; my 
temples were tightly boun d ; the beat­ 
in g of my heart almost choked me, an d , 
losin g con trol of myself, I thought of 


savin g myself by swimmin g, but imme­ 
d iately this id ea mad e me shud d er with 
fear. I could see myself lost, wan d erin g 
at ran d om in that thick fog, in the 
mid st of the grasses an d reed s from 
which I cold n ot free myself, quiverin g 
with fear, un abls to see the shore or to 
fin d my boat, an d I imagin ed I could 
feel myself d rawn by my feet to the 
very bottom of this black water. 
In d eed , a* I should have been com 
pel led to struggle agaiust the curren t 
for at least 600 yard s before reachin g a 
r 


in t free from grass an d rushes where 
might gain a foothold , there were 
n in e chan ces out of ten that I should 
n ot be able to fin d my way in this ob­ 
scurity, an d that I should be d rown ed , 
good swimmer ;is I was. 
1 tried to reason w ith myself. I d eter 
min ed n ot to be afraid , but ther*1 was 
somethin g in me besid es my will, an d 
this other thin g was afraid . 
I asked 
myself what there was to fear. 
My 
brave I jeered at my poltroon I, an d 
n ever so well as ou that d ay have I un ­ 
d erstood the con flict of the two bein gs 
that exist in us—the on e willin g, the 
other resistin g, an d each in turn pre­ 
vailin g. 
This foolish an d in explicable ft-ar 
con tin ually in creased till it became ter­ 
ror. I remain ed immovable, with wid o 
open eyes an d expectan t ear. Of what? 
I kn ew n ot in the least, but of some­ 
thin g terrible. 
I believe that if a fish 
had thought of sprin gin g out of water, 
as often happen s, n o more would have 
been n eed ed to make me fall stiff an d 
insensible. 
Nevertheless, by a violen t effort, I 
succeed ed in grad ually recoverin g my 
lost reason . 
I took again my bottle of 
rum an d d ran k d eep d raughts. 
Then 
the id ea occurred to me, an d I began to 
shon tw ith all my stren gth, turn in g suc­ 
cessively to the four poin ts of the hori­ 
zon . 
When in y throat was absolutely 
paralyzed , I beard a d og barkin g iu the 
d istan ce. 
I d ran k again an d stretched myself at 
full len gth on the bottom of tho boat. 
I remain ed thus for perhaps an hour, 
perhaps two, without sleepin g, with 
eyes wid e open , an d with terrors aroun d 
me. 
I d ared n ot rise, yet I wished in ­ 
ten sely to d o so. 
I put it off from m in ­ 
ute to min ute. I said to myself,“ Come, 
stan d up,” an d I was afraid to mako a 
movemen t. At last I raised tuyself w’ith 
in fin ite precaution s, as if my life d e­ 
pen d ed on the slightest soun d I might 
make, an d locked over the sid e of the 
boat. 
I was d azzled by the aiost marvelous, 
the most aston ishin g sight that could 
possibly be aeeu. 
It was cue of those 
phan tasm raerla of fairylan d , on e of 
tbo*e vision s related by voyagers who 
return from afar, iin d which we hear 
without believin g. 
The* mist, which for two hours before 


was n oatin g on the river, liad grad ual­ 
ly reced ed an d gathered cm the river 
ban ks. 
Leavin g the stream en tirely 
clear, it had formed cm each shore au 
un broken ban k six or seven yard s in 
height, which gleamed ben eath the 
moon with the superb brillian cy of 
sn ow. 
Thus, no t a tiling was v isible 
save the river flashing with flsry lig hts. 
Between tho se two white hills of mist, 
an d hig h o v erhead hung full and larg e 
a majestic, lumino us mo o n in the midst 
o f a black sky do tted with stars. 
All the creatures of the water were 
awake. 
The frogs vresp crockin g furi­ 
ously, while at in tervals, n . w at the 
right, n ow at the left, I heard the short, 
mon oton ous, melan choly n ote which the 
rin gin g voices of the toad s uttered to 
the sturn . 
Stran gely I was n o lon ger 
afraid . 
I w as surroun d ed by a sce n e so 
extraord in ary that the most strikin g 
sin gularities bad n o power to astouish 
me. 
How* lon g this lusted I kn ow n ot, for 
I had en d ed by fallin g ^sleepi 
When I 
open ed my eyes, the moon had sot, the 
sky was covered with cloud s, the wa­ 
ter rippled mourn fully, the win d was 
blowin g, it w-as cold , an d the d arkn ess 
was profoun d . 
I d ran k what remain ed of my rum, 
then I listen ed , shiverin g with cold , to 
the rustlin g of the reed s an d the sin is­ 
ter soun d of the river. I tried to see, but 
I could n ot d istin guish the boat n or 
even my han d s, which I held before my 
eyes. 
Grad ually, however, the thick d ark­ 
n ess d imin ished . Sud d e n ly I seemed to 
fe e l a shad ow glid in g very n ear me. I ut 
to red a cry an d a voice an swered . It was 
a fisherman . 
I called to him. He d rew 
n ear, an d I told him of my misc han ce. 
11« then pulled his boat alon gsid e min e, 
an d we both strain ed at the chain . The 
an chor d id n ot move. Day d awn ed , som­ 
ber, gray, rain y, cold —on e of those 
clays which brin g on e gloom an d mis­ 
fortun e. 
I pereeiYed an other boat. 
We hailed 
it. 
The man who rowed it un ited his 
efforts with ours. Then , little by little, 
the an chor yield ed . 
It came up but 
slowly an d burd en ed with a con sid era­ 
ble weight. 
At len gth we saw- a d ark 
mass, aud we d rew it in to my boat. 
It was the bod y qf an old woman with 
a stoue fasten ed to the n eck.—Guy d e 
Maupassan t.

The gain of six sena­ 
tors and five representatives is an 
advantage that will be a very im­ 
portant factor when it oomee to 
another re-appo*rtionment, and when 
that time comes we predict that there 
will be a more equitable distribution 
of representation than ever under 
this which was in th# nature of a 
compromise by which the northern 
part of the state got a purl of what it 
is entitled to rather tfran its full 
quota. When the time ooLias to re­ 
apportion the state again, the selfish 
southern part of the state will be 
compelled to submit to a reduction of 
a portion of its representation which 
it now holds by main force.—Elk 
River Star-New*.

One evening, when I bad returned all 
alone and very weary, painfully pull­ 
ing my heavy boat, which I used every 
night, I paused a few seconds to take 
breath Mar the edge of some reeds The 
weather was glorious, the moon was 
radiant, the river sparkled, the air was 
cool and sweet This tranquillity tempt­ 
ed bbs, and I thought it would be very 
pleasant to amoke my pipe in this plaoe. 
The action followed the thought 
I 
seised my anchor and cast it into the 
river. The punt which floated with the 
current, drifted as far as the end of its 
chain, and then stood still. I seated my­ 
self in the stern on my sheepskin as com­ 
fortably as possible. 
I beard nothing, not a sound, only at 
intervals I imagined I beard a slight 
almost inaudible, plash of the water 
against the shore, and I saw clusters of 
tall reeds which assumed surprising 
shapes and seemed at intervals to stir. 
The river was perfectly quiet, bat I felt 
agitated by the extraordinary stillm 
which surrounded me. All creatures— 
the frogs and toads, those nocturnal 
singers of the marshes—were silent Sud­ 
denly at my right, dose to me, a frog 
croaked. I shuddered. It ceased, and I 
heard nothing more and resolved to 
smoke to divert my mind. Yet although 
I was a notorious and confirmed smoker, 
I could not smoke. With a second puff, 
I changed my mind and stopped. 
I began to recite verses. The sound of 
my voice WuS painful. Then I stretched 
myself oat in the bottom of the boat 
and watched the sky. For some time 
I remained at ease, but soon light move­ 
ments of the boat disturbed me. It 
seemed as if it was making gigantic 
lurches, touching alternately the two 
banks of the river, then I thought that 
some being or invisible force drew it 
gently to the bottom of the water, then, 
raising it, let it fall once more. I was 
tossed about as though in the midst of 
a tempest. I heard sounds around me. 
I rose with a bound. The water was 
gleaming. All was quiet 
I aaw that my nerves were somewhat 
shaken, and I determined to be off. I 
pulled at the chain, the punt began to 
move; then I felt a resistance. I palled 
harder, bat the anchor did not come. It 
had caught on something at the bottom 
of the river, and I could not lift it. I 
once more commenced to pull, bat in 
vain. Then with my oars I turned the 
boat up stream in order to change the 
position of the anchor. This was useless; 
it still held fast. I was seized with an­ 
ger and shook the chain furiously. 
Nothing moved. I sat down disonraged 
and began to reflect upon my position. 
I coaid not think of breaking the 
chain or of separating it from the boat, 
for it was very heavy and riveted in the 
bow to a piece of wood thicker than my 
arm. But as the weather was still very 
fair, I thought that I should not remain 
long without encountering some fisher­ 
man who woald come to my relief. My 
mishap bad calmed me. I sat flown, 
and at last was able to smoke my pipe. 
I had a bottle of nun. I drank two or 
three glasses and was compelled to 
laugh at my situation. 
It was vary warm, so that I oould, if 
necessary, without great discomfort, 
pass the night in the beautiful starlight 
Suddenly a soft rap sounded against the 
Side cf the boat I started, and a cold 
sweat froze me from head to foot This 
sound doubtless oame from some piece 
of wood borne by the current, but it 
was enough, and I was again possessed 
by a strange nervous agitation. I grasp­ 
ed the chain and strained with a desper­ 
ate effort The anchor held firm. I sat 
down exhausted. 
Meanwhile the river had gradually 
become covered by a very thick white 
mist which hung very low over the wa­ 
ter, so that, standing, I could no longer 
see the river, or my feet, or the boat, 
bat only the tope of the reeds, and in 
the distance the lowland, white in the 
jnoqplight, and from it great black 
spots, formed by clumps of Lombardy 
poplars, arose in the sky. I was wrap­ 
ped to my waist as if in a muslin sheet 
of singular whiteness, and fantastic vi­ 
rions came to me. 
I fancied that some one whom I could 
not distinguish was trying to climb in­ 
to my boat, and that the river, bidden 
In this opaque mist, must be filled with 
these strange beings who swam around 
me. I felt a horrible disquietude; my 
temples were tightly bound; the beat­ 
ing of my heart almost choked me, and, 
taring control of myself, I thought of 


saving myself by swimming, but imme­ 
diately this idea made me shudder with 
fear. I could see myself lost, wandering 
at random in that thick fog, in the 
midst of the grasses and reeds from 
which I cold not free myself, quivering 
with fear, unable to see the shore or to 
find my boat, and I imagined I oould 
feel myself drawn by my feet to the 
very bottom of this black water. 
Indeed, aa I should have been com­ 
pelled to struggle against the current 
for at least 600 yards before reaching a 
r 


lnt free from grass and rashes where 
might gain a foothold, there were 
nine chances out of tai that I should 
not be able to find my way in this ob­ 
scurity, and that I should he drowned, 
good swimmer as I was. 
I tried to reason with myself. I deter­ 
mined not to be afraid, bat there was 
something in me besides my will, and 
this other thing was afraid. 
I asked 
myself what there was to fear. My 
brave I jeered at my poltroon I, and 
never so well as on that day have I un­ 
derstood the conflict of the two beings 
that exist in us—the one willing, the 
other resisting, and each in torii pre­ 
vailing. 
This foolish and inexplicable fear 
continually increased till it became ter­ 
ror. I remained immovable, with wide 
open eyes and expectant ear. Of what? 
I knew not in the least, bot of some­ 
thing terrible. I believe that if a fish 
had thought of springing out of water, 
aa often happens, no more woald have 
been needed to make me fall stiff and 
inaenrible. 
Nevertheless, b y s violent effort, I 
succeeded in gradually recovering my 
tart reason. I took again my bottle of 
rum and drank deep draughts. Then 
the idea occurred to me, and I began to 
shout with all my strength, turning suc­ 
cessively to the four points of the hori­ 
zon. When my throat was absolutely 
paralyzed, I beard a dog barking in the 
distance. 
I drank again and stretched myself at 
fall length on the bottom of tho boat 
I remained thus for perhaps an hoar, 
perhaps two, without sleeping, with 
eyes wide open, and with terrors around 
me. I dared not rise, yet I wished in­ 
tensely to do sa I pat it off from min­ 
ute to minute. I said to myself/‘Gome, 
stand up,” and I was afraid to make a 
movement At last I raised myself with 
infinite precautions, as if my life de­ 
pended on the slightest sound I might 
make, and looked over the ride of the 
boat 
I was dazzled by the Host marvelous, 
the moat astonishing sight that could 
possibly be seen. It was one of those 
phantasmagoria of fairyland, one of 
those visions related by voyagers who 
return from afar, and which we bear 
without believing. 
The mist, which for two hours before 


waa floating on the river, hid gradual 
ly receded and gathered on the river 
banks. 
Leaving the stream entirely 
clear, it had formed on each shore an 
unbroken bank six or seven yards in 
height which gleamed beneath the 
moon with the superb brilliancy cf 
now. Thus, not a thing waa visible 
•ave the river flashing with fiery lights. 
Between then two whits billa cf Balat 
and high overhead bang full and large 
a majestic, luminous moon in the midst 
of a black sky dotted with atari. 
All the creatures St the water were 
awake. The feogs were creaking furi­ 
ously, while at intervals, row at the 
right, now at the left I heard the short 
monotonous, melancholy note which the 
ringing voices of the toads uttered to 
the stare. Strangely I was no longer 
afraid. I was sniroonded by a scene so 
extraordinary that the most striking 
singularities had no power to astonish 
me. 
How long this lasted I know not for 
I had ended by falling Asleep. When I 
opened my eyes, the moon had aet the 
sky waa covered with clouds, the wa­ 
ter rippled mournfully, the wind waa 
blowing, it waa odd, and the der knees 
was profound. 
I drank what remained of my rum, 
then I listened, shivering with odd, to 
the rustling of the reeds and the sinis­ 
ter sound of the river. I tried to see, but 
I could not distinguish the boat nor 
oven my hands, which I held before my 
eyes. 
Gradually, however, the thick dark­ 
ness diminished. Suddenly I seemed to 
feel a shadow gliding very near me. I ut­ 
tered a cry and a voice answered. It was 
a fisherman. I called to him. He drew 
near, aud I told him of my mischance. 
He then pulled his boat alongside mine, 
and we both strained at the chain. The 
anchor did not move. Day dawned, som­ 
ber, gray, rainy, cold—one of those 
days which bring one gloom and mis­ 
fortune. 
I perceived another boat We hailed 
it. 
The man who rowed it united his 
efforts with oars. Then, little by little, 
the anchor yielded. It came up but 
slowly and burdened with a considera­ 
ble weight At length we saw a dark 
mass, aud we drew it into my boat 
It was the body qf an old woman with 
a stone fastened to the neck.—Guy de

BL Paul, April 15.—Gov. Clough s#nt 
a message to the legislature yesterday 
calling attention to the deplorable eon* 
dttJon of the patients in the state boa* 
pltals for the insane, and urging the 
necessity for the erectionx and main­ 
tenance of a fourth hospital to relieve 
their crowded condition. 
He reminds 
the legislature of the purchase, by the 
state of a site at Anoka for a fourth 
asylum, aud urges the making of an 
appropriation of 9100,000 for the erec­ 
tion of suitable buildings thereon. He 
requests that 
the matter be given 
early consideration, and that provis­ 
ions be made for commencing work as 
soon as possible. 
In the senate the message was re* 
fet red to the committee on legislative 
expenses, aud In the house It went to 
the committee on appropriations. 
The senate killed the Hodge bill to 
extend the terms of county auditors to 
four years. 
A big fight was made on 
the bill lo committee of the whole, and 
lr was finally recommended to pass, 
but a motion to advance it to the cal­ 
endar was lost after considerable de­ 
bate. which practically kills the bill 
A large number of bills were report­ 
ed from committees and in committee 
of the w hole a good grist of billa were 
disposed of. 
A bill was introduced providing for 
the purchase and distribution of sugar 
beet seed, and one appropriating 93,000 
annually for the use of the governor 
ae state rewards for the arrest of mur­ 
derers. 
The following bills were passed: 
To regulate the practice of 
horse­ 
shoeing in cities and villages of more 
than 50,000 inhabitants; to purchase 
and distribute sugar beet seeds; to ere 
ate ami regulate a state board of game 
and fish commissioners; 
to authorize 
the issuance of light aud w ater bonds 
by cities having not less than 50,000 
inhabitants. 
In th e House. 
Tile Jacobson bill creating a legis­ 
lative commission 
to sit 
during the 
sum m er and fall to inquire as to the 
clain* of the state to any real property 
adversely claimed and to direct the 
necessary litigation, passed the house 
yesterday afternoon by a vote of IKJ to 
C. 
Almost the entire day had been 
■pent on the matter, the discussion be­ 
ing directed to the merits of the prop­ 
osition advanced by Mr. Jacobson, and 
an alternative proposed by Mr. Gron- 
dalil, which was designed to effect the 
same purpose, but entrusted the ad 
m inistration of the purpose of the leg­ 
islature to the attorney general and 
state auditor with instructions to pro­ 
ceed to litigate the questions Involved 
Tile real contest of rite day came over 
the question of which plan should be 
approved. Tile house w*as a unit in the 
opinion that something should be at 
tempted, aud by a vote of 57 to 47 de­ 
cide*! in favor of the joint committee. 
Mr. Craig secured lite reconsidera­ 
tion-of his bill to grant state aid to 
schools for the deaf and it was passed 
by a vote of 59 to 4t.

certain o ffenses mo st indicative o f a 
licentio us spirit. 
Fro perty is respect­ 
ed mo re than it was, and so me crimes 
co nnected therewith and pro ductive o f

appear.

stantiate It. The explanation of many 
of

ism 
and 
self-congratulation 
lies 
in 
a 
movement 
which influences, 
consciously or unconsciously, all per­ 
sona administering the criminal law— 
the growth of a feeling of distrust of 
the efficacy of severe sentences and of 
a conviction an to their mischievous­ 
ness in many cases, and pity and ten­ 
derness toward a large class of crimi­ 
nals who are thought to be the vic­ 
tims of circumstances. 
It has been said that Victor Hugo’s 
picture of Jean Valjean, the 
outcast 
with noble instincts, who tries again 
and again to extricate himself from a 
coil of misfortunes, and who again and 
again succumbs in the struggle, pro­ 
foundly influenced the adm inistration 
of the French criminal law, and 
for 
many years that spirit of pity and tol­ 
eration which the French poet depict­ 
ed In “Lea Miser ables” has been every­ 
where in the air. 
It is therefore right to caution the 
public against confounding the diminu­ 
tion in the number of offenders detain­ 
ed in prison in consequence of a wise 
mitigation of the severity of the crim­ 
inal law with corresponding decrease 
in the amount of crime. It is Just pos 
Bible, however, that in avoiding one 
extreme Mr. Morrison has pushed his 
point too far and has given counte 
nance to a despondent view as little 
justified as the optimism which he con 
demns. In interpreting the only avail 
able figures the increased vigilance of 
the police is an element scarcely to be 
overrated. 
A scarcely less important 
element is that of publicity. Every of­ 
fense is noted. 
The chances of detec 
tion are probably greatly Increased in 
these days, when every household be­ 
comes aware of the person “wanted 
for any crime of magnitude. To know 
that crime generally ta increasing is to 
know very little. 
It may 
mean 
no 
more than that certaiq offense against 
police regulations have increased or 
diminished. The morality of the couu 
try may be steadily rising though the 
convictions for breaches of the educa­ 
tion acts are increasing. 
There is a sensible diminution 
of 
certain offenses most indicative of 
licentious spirit. 
Property is respect­ 
ed more than it was, and some crimes 
connected therewith and productive of 
others—for example, receiving stolen 
goods in some towns—bid fair to dis 
appear. 
On the other hand, there Is no sign 
of reduction in certain other crimes 
which appear to come in the train of 
m aterial prosperity. The report we get 
is both of good and of evil. 
Of the 
real causes of crime and of the extent 
to which it can be prevented by prac­ 
ticable measures Mr. Morrison’s figures 
tell one little that is positive. 
More 
than 2,000 years ago 
Euripides 
ex 
pounded the theory of the criminel-ne 
under which Lombroso, 
Marro 
and 
Ferri have lately labored. 
Tho Greek 
w riter puts into the mouth of one of 
his characters the 
reflection 
that, 
whereas land naturally barren 
may 
yield a good harvest if the season be 
good, and fertile land may be sterile 
if the season be unkindly, men are al­ 
ways what they are; the good always 
good, even in the pinch of hard circum­ 
stances, the bad always bad—the crim 
inel-ne certain to be in the dock, how 
ever carefully the philanthropist look 
after him. W hat truth there is in this 
view, how far the standing army 
of 
crime consists of this element, how far 
of people not much worse disposed but 
less lucky than others statisticians do 
not tell us—perhaps they never 
will. 
But in that direction lies the interest 
of the present and, still more, that of 
the future.

The period is observed by* the Jewieh 
people both orthodox and reformed 
It is a period when only unleavened 
bread is eaten. The first, second and 
last days are the principal ones of the 
Passover. The significance of the eat­ 
ing of unleavened bread is found in 
the tradition that the Jewish people 
in their exodus from Egypt had no 
time to leaven the dough already in 
their troughs. An earlier basis is 
found in the religions feasts that oc­ 
curred at the opening of the harvest 
season.

One evening, when I had returned all 
alone and very weary, painfully pull­ 
ing my heavy boat, which I used every 
night, I paused a few seconds to take 
breath near the edge of some reeds. The 
weather was glorious, the moon was 
radiant, the river sparkled, the air was 
cool and sw eet This tranquillity tempt­ 
ed me, and I thought it would be very 
pleasant to smoke my pipe in this plaoe. 
The action followed the thought. 
I 
seized my anchor and cast it into the 
river. The punt, which floated with the 
current, drifted as far as the end of its 
chain, and then stood still. I seated my­ 
self in the stern on my sheepskin ascorn- 
fortubly us possibla 
I heard nothing, not a sound, only at 
intervals I imagined I heard a slight, 
almost inaudible, plash of the water 
against the shore, and I saw clusters of 
tall reeds which assumed surprising 
shapes aud seemed at intervals to stir. 
The river was perfectly quiet, but I felt 
agitated by the extraordinary stillness 
which surrounded me. 
A ll creatures— 
the frogs and toads, those nocturnal 
singers of the marshes— were silent. Sud­ 
denly at my right, close to me, a frog 
croaked. 
I shuddered. It ceased, aud I 
heard nothing more and resolved to 
smoke to divert my mind. Yet, although 
I was a notorious aud confirmed smoker, 
I could not smoke. With a st»cond puff, 
I changed my mind and stopped. 
I began to recite verses. The sound of 
m y voice w^s painful. Then I stretched 
m yself out iu the bottom of the boat 
and watched the sky. 
For some time 
I remained at ease, but soon light move­ 
ments of the boat disturbed me. 
It 
seemed as if ifc was making gigantic 
lurches, touching alternately the two 
banks of the river, then I thought that 
some being or invisible force drew it 
gently to the bottom of the water, then, 
raising it, let it fall once more. 
I was 
tossed about as though in the midst of 
a tempest. 
I heard sounds around me. 
I roso with a bound. 
The water was 
gleaming. A ll was quiet. 
I saw that my nerves were somewhat 
shaken, and I determined to be off. 
I 
pulled nt the chain, the punt began to 
move; then I felt a resistance. I pulled 
harder, but the anchor did not come. It 
had caught on something at the bottom 
of the river, and I could not lift it. 
I 
once more commenced to pull, but iu 
vain. 
Then w ith my oars I turned the 
boat up stream in order to change the 
position of the anchor. This was useless; 
it still held fast. I was seized with an­ 
ger and shook the chain furiously. 
Nothing moved. I sat dowu disouraged 
and began to reflect upon my position. 
I could not think of breaking the 
chain or of separating It from the boat, 
for it was very heavy aud riveted in the 
bow to a piece of wood thicker than my 
arm. But as the weather was still very 
fuir, I thought that I should not remain 
long without encountering some' fisher­ 
man w ho would come to my relief. My 
mishap had calmed me. 
I sat down, 
aud at last was able to smoke my pipe. 
had a bottle of rum. 
I drank two or 
three glasses and was compelled to 
laugh at my situation. 
It was very warm, so that I could, if 
necessary, w ithout great discomfort, 
pass the night iu the beautiful starlight 
Suddenly a soft rap sounded against the 
side of the boat. I started, and a cold 
sweat froze me from head to foot. This 
sound doubtless came from some piece 
of wood borne by the current, but it 
was enough, and I was again possessed 
by a strange nervous agitation. I grasp­ 
ed the chain and strained w ith a desper 
ate effort. 
The anchor held firm. 
I sat 
dowrn exhausted. 
M eanwhile the river had gradually 
become covered by a very thick white 
mist which hung very low over the wa­ 
ter, so that, standing, I could no longer 
see the river, or my feet, or the boat, 
but only the tops of the reeds, and in 
the distance the lowland, w hite in the 
mocyilight, and from it great black 
spots, formed by clumps of Lombardy 
poplars, arose in the sky. 
I was wrap­ 
ped to my waist as if in a muslin sheet 
of singular whiteness, and fantastic v i­ 
sions came to me. 
I fancied that some one whom I could 
not distinguish was trying to climb in ­ 
to my boat, aud that the river, hidden 
in this opaque mist, must be filled with 
these strange beings who swam around 
me. 
I felt a horrible disquietude; my 
temples were tightly bound; the beat 
ing of my heart almost choked me, and, 
losing control of myself, I thought of 


saving m yself by swim m ing, but imrae 
diately this idea made me shudder with 
fear. I could see m yself lost, wandering 
at random in that thick fog, in the 
midst of the grasses and reeds from 
w hich I cold not free myself, quivering 
w ith fear, u nab if to see the shore or to 
find my boat, and I imagined I could 
feel m yself drawn by my feet to the 
very bottom of this block water. 
Indeed, ns I should have been com 
pelled to struggle against the current 
for at least 500 yards before reaching a 
r 


int free from grass and rushes where 
m ight gain a foothold, there were 
nine chances out of ten that I should 
not be able to find my way in this ob­ 
scurity, and that I should be drowned, 
good swimmer as I was. 
I tried to reason w ith myself. I deter­ 
mined not to be afraid, but there was 
something iu me besides my w ill, and 
this other thing was afraid. 
I asked 
m yself what there was to fear. 
My 
brave I jeered at my poltroon I, and 
never so w ell as on that day have I un­ 
derstood the conflict of the two beings 
that exist in us— the one w illing, the 
other resisting, and each in turn pre­ 
vailing. 
This foolish and inexplicable fear 
continually increased till it became ter­ 
ror. 
I remained immovable, w itli wide 
open eyes aud expectant ear.

I believe that if a fish 
had thought of springing out of water, 
as often hnppens, no more would have 
been needed to make me fall stiff and 
insensible. 
Nevertheless, by a violent effort, 1 
succeeded in gradually recovering my 
lost reason. 
I took again my bottle of 
rum and drank deep draughts. 
Then 
the idea occurred to me, and I begun to 
shout with all my strength, turning suc­ 
cessively to the four points of the hori­ 
zon. 
When my throat was absolutely 
paralyzed, I heard a dog barking iu the 
distance.

I tried to see, but 
could not distinguish the boat nor 
even my hands, which I held before m y 
eyes. 
Gradually, however, the thick dark­ 
ness diminished.

At length we saw a dark 
mass, and we drew it into my boat. 
It was the body qf an old woman with 
a stone fastened to the neck.—Guy do 
Maupassant.

| genius of George Sand, whose value 
as an “artist" M. Lemaitre rates be­ 
low Michelet’s and Victor Hugo’s, the 
accomplished writer discusses the eter­ 
nal problem of why women are neith­ 
er great poets nor writers in the sense 
of writers in the grand style. 
No 
woman—not even Mine, de Sevigne— 
has contributed to the picturesque and 
plastic development of French style in 
the sense 
that 
Rousseau, 
Chateau­ 
briand, Hugo, Gautier and others have, 
and there is no feminine La Fontaine 
or Le Bruyere. 
M. Lemaitre believes 
that the most cultivated women care 
less about the form and harmony of 
words than the expression of senti­ 
ments that appeal to them and move 
them. 
To arrive at the perfection of 
style lt is necessary to have at the mo­ 
ment of writing poetry a certain de­ 
gree of objectivity w'hich, while 
it 
does not efface the impression and emo­ 
tions that have been inspired, permits 
of the poet’s consideration of the mu­ 
sic and beauty of the words that re­ 
cord them. 
This attitude of objectivity 
is rarely possessed by women, and the 
result is they are not sufficiently mas­ 
ters of their instrument at the moment 
of writing. 
Tc set against this he de­ 
clares that the important role they 
have played In literature is to inspire 
great writers, and that there has nev­ 
er been written a great poem which is 
not stamped with the Influence of a 
woman.
